Northwest  State  Gets  Approval 
For  Recent  History  Institute 


What  promises  to  be  a  new 
and  exciting  adventure  in  edu¬ 
cation  has  become  a  reality  for 
the  MSC  campus  next  summer. 

The  U.  S.  Office  of  Educa¬ 
tion  recently  awarded  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College  a 
seven-weeks  Institute  in  Recent 
U.  S.  History  to  be  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
John  L.  Harr,  June  20— Aug.  5. 
The  announcement  included 
tills  college  among  85  colleges 
and  universities  which  were 
awarded  113  institutes  of  vari¬ 
ous  types  in  history,  selected 
from  several  hundred  propos¬ 
als  submitted  in  October. 

MSC  is  also  one  of  S36 
institutes  aw'ardcd  under 
Title  XI  of  the  amended 
National  Defense  Education 
Act  which  extended  insti¬ 
tute  provisions  for  ad¬ 
vanced  study  in  history, 
geography,  reading,  and 
English  and  to  teachers  of 
disadvantaged  youth,  edu¬ 
cational  media,  and  library 
personnel.  The  act  has  been 
further  extended  for  next 
year  to  provide  institutes 
in  political  science,  eco¬ 
nomics,  and  industrial  arts. 
The  proposal,  a  37-page  doc¬ 
ument,  submitted  by  MSC  was 
prepared  by  Dr.  Harr,  who  at¬ 
tended  a  meeting  in  Colorado 
Springs  in  September  to  find 
out  about  the  program,  with 
the  suggestions  of  many  of  the 
history  staff  members  and 
friends  on  'Other  college  and 
university  campuses.  Dr.  Harr 
has  just  returned  from  a  three- 
day  “briefing”  session  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  held  to  in¬ 
form  all  institute  directors  of 
their  duties,  responsibilities, 
and  problems  in  conducting 
such  institutes. 

The  full  time  staff  will  in¬ 
clude  Dr.  Harr,  James  Hurst, 
assistant  director,  assistant 
professor  in  American  history; 
Harmon  Mothershead,  instruc¬ 
tor  in  American  history  and  a 
staff  member  of  a  similar  in¬ 
stitute  at  Kansas  State  Univer¬ 
sity  last  summer:  Dr.  B.  G.

As  Band  Arranger,  Composer 


A  recent  national  television 
program  had  special  interest 
for  Director  Earle  Moss,  whose 
interest  in  composing  and  ar¬ 
ranging  music  complement  his 
work  as  an  instructor  and  con¬ 
ductor  of  the  Progressive  Jazz 
Group. 

Mr.  Moss  had  the  pi’ivilege 
of  hearing  one  of  his  composi¬ 
tions  presented  over  the  net¬ 
work  as  the  finale  in  a  chain 
of  activity.  In  1963.  he  was 
commissioned  to  write  for  the 
Clarinda,  la..  High  School 
band  a  number  to  be  played 
with  a  section  of  girls  playing 
Swiss  hand  bells. 

The  pieee,  “Marehing 
Belles,”  is  the  only  iiuin-. 
ber  written  for  marehing 
band  with  featured  hand 
bells.  It  was  the  Clarinda 
musicians  who  played  the 
composition  on  the  broad¬ 
cast  of  a  half  -  time  per¬ 
formance  at  a  football 
game. 

Mr.  Moss’s  biggest  thrill, 
however,  came  in  1955  from  his 
composition  of  “Golden  Anni¬ 
versary  March”  for  the  Golden 
Anniversary  of  MSC.  As  a  part 
of  the  celebration,  the  United 
States  Naval  Band  played  a 
special  concert,  which  included 
the  march.  As  guest  conductor, 
Mr.  Moss  directed  the  Navy 
musicians  when  they  played 
his  composition  in  its  first  pub¬ 
lic  presentation. 

The  MSC  director’s  interest 
in  music  began  when  at  the 
age  of  12  he  started  arranging 
music  and  studying  harmony. 
He  acquired  mush  of  his  mu¬ 
sical  background  by  observing 
his  father,  who  was  chief  ar¬ 


ranger  at  the  Radio  City  Mu- 
shows.

Doctor  Lowe  attended  a 
White  House  roception  at 
which  Vice-President  Humph¬ 
rey  was  also  present.  The  MSG 
faculty  member  found  interest¬ 
ing  the  furniture  and  pictures 
in  the  five  rooms  where  the  re¬ 
ception  was  held. 

Tw'enty  -  nine  panel  discus¬ 
sions  were  held  during  the 
three-day  conference.  Each  of 
these  ended  with  the  making  of 
certain  recommendations.  The 
recommendations  for  interna¬ 
tional  cooperation  were  varied. 
Some  of  them  may  be  followed 
by  legislative  actions  and  some 
by  work  of  citizens,  Mr.  .Lowe 
reported. 

One  recommendation,  of 
interest  to  college  students, 
was'  “Bring  more  foreign 
students  and  teachers  to 
America  and  encourage 
more  emphasis  upon  learn¬ 
ing  other  languages.” 

Other  recommendations  in¬ 
cluded  a  greater  exchange  of 
students,  more  international 
travel,  along  with  fewer  re¬ 
strictions  for  it,  and  more  ex¬ 
change  of  cultural  ideas  and 
materials. 

Mrs.  Lowe  accompanied  her 
husband  to  Washington,  and 
they  were  able  to  visit  Mount 
Vernon  and  Arlington  National 
I  Gemetery  on  Sunday  before  the 
conference  began.

The  end  result,  it  is  hoped,

Then,  by  thinkinjg  that  I  am  losing  weight, 
building  myself  up,  and  toning  the  mnselcs, 
can  I  improve  my  body?  As  hard  and  as 
lung  as  I  miglit  think,  I  must  conclude  that 
such  an  approach  to  improving  iny  appear¬ 
ance  would  not  work. 

Who  am  1? 

Am  I  a  ^soul,  a  being?  Do  I  really  have  a 
body,  a  temple  that  houses  my  soul?  Is  that 
the  only  boily  that  1  will  ever  have,  that  1 
should  take  care  of?  I’m  not  sure,  but  I  think 
the  answer  is  yes. 

The  answer  to  the  question  of  “Who  am  I? 
is  one  that  puzzles  men  today  as  it  did  those 
of  yesterday,  men  like  the  ancient  Greeks, 
who  believed  in  “a  sound  mind  in  a  sound 
body.”  While  we  attend  college,  we  should 
take  note  of  this  maxim. 

Body  weight  and  distribution  of  it  is 
important  wlicn  one  is  seeking  to  live  tlic 
promised  70  years.  A  sound  body  is  im¬ 
portant  when  opposing  the  Russians  in  the 
Olympics,  wdieii  hearing  the  Russians  say 
we  arc  a  “soft  and  pudgy  nation.” 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Gollege  offers 
many  physical  education  classes,  as  well  as 
intramural  and  interscholastic  competition. 
Some  students,  such  as  those  participating  in 
the  reducing  class  in  the  girls’  dormitories 
and  those  working  out  on  their  own,  are  at¬ 
tempting  to  improve  tlieir  health  while  they 
are  young  and  strong.  .  . 


at  Yourself 

At  the  same  time,  nowever,  scholastic  acti¬ 
vity  and  social  life  may  counter  the  diet  and 
activity  approach  to  better  health.  We  cannot 
afford  to  sacrifice  any  one  of  the  three  ele¬ 
ments,  but  we  can  allocate  our  Gods  given 
resources  properly.  Each  must  decide  for 
himself  but  first  he  would  do  well  te  read 
these  hints  about  decreasing  body  weight: 

The  only  really  effective  exercise  is  to 
shake  the  head  slowly  from  side  to  side 
when  offered  a  second  helping.  Even  this 
exercise,  however,  is  not  guaranteed  to  re¬ 
move  excess  w'cight  in  the  right  places. 

To  use  one  pound  of  stored  fat,  the  average 
individual  would  have  to  walk  to  the  top  of  the 
■Wasliington  Monument  48  times,  walk  briskly 
on  level  ground  for  19%  hours,  ride  horseback 
at  a  walk  for  44  hours  dr  at  a  trot  for  14  hours, 
run  at  top  speed  for  43  hours,  or  use  an  elec¬ 
tric  vibrator  for  94  hours. 

A  combination  of  proper  diet  and  exercise 
is  more  effective  than  diet  alone,  if  the  exer¬ 
cises  are  chosen  to  aid  tlie  digestive  process 
and  improve  tlie  tone  of  the  muscles  as  well 
as  to  increase  energy  output.  (Taken  from 
Body  Dynamics  by  Eleanor  Metheny.) 

Weight  reduction  is  not  a  matter  of  ten 
days,  two  weeks,  a  month,  or  even  a  year. 
(Health  for  the  College  Student  by  William 
and  Kitzmyer). 

Eating  no  breakfast  is  indeed  a  foolish 
practice.  The  student  who  rushes  to  class  with¬ 
out  an  adequate  breakfast  is  not  in  condition 
to  do  Iiis  most  efficient  work.  He  is  subject 
to  mid-morning  slump.  (Personal  and  Com¬ 
munity  Health  by  Turner.) 

Weigh  the  facts,  the  possibilities,  the  pro¬ 
babilities.  Then  decide  “in  how  good  shape  am 
I?”  And  do  something  about  it  if  the  shape 
is  unatti'active.

fninous  drummer  Gene 
Krtippa  and  had  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  go  on  the  road 
with  him,  but  turned  down 
the  offer  to  complete  his 
college  education.  During 
World  War  II.  he  played 
with  the  Artie  Shaw  Or¬ 
chestra  and  Bob  Crosby’s 
Orchestra. 

Mr.  Moss  has  actually  earn¬ 
ed  little  money  as  a  composer 
because  he  has  never  had  the 
chance  to  perfect  his  work. 
None  of  his  compositions  have 
been  published,  but  he  does 
lend  his  manuscripts  of  music 
to  be  copied.  Receiving  several 
requests  for  compositions  each 
year,  he  writes  mostly  for  high 
school  bands  in  a  light  style. 

One  of  his  pieces,  “South 
American  Suite,”  was  chosen 
to  be  presented  at  the  College 
Band  Directers’  National  Con¬ 
vention  in  1948.  He  has  arrang¬ 
ed  numbers  for  the  Jazz  Group, 
which  he  directs,  and  for  the 
Undergrads,  a  group  of  sing¬ 
ers.  He  also  does  some  com¬ 
posing  for  the  groups.  Among 
the  latter  numbers  are  “Mucho 
Bossa,”  “Blue  Mood,”  and 
“Stereophonic.” 

■  In  commenting  on  his  future 
plans,  which  include  complet¬ 
ing  his  doctorate  at  the  State 
University  of  Iowa,  Mr.  Moss 
said  he  hopes  to  do  additional 
composing  and  revisions  on  his 
past  compositions.

As  the  Bearcats  start  anoth¬ 
er  season,  basketball  mentors 
Dick  Buckridge  and  Bob  Ingle- 
hart  start  another  year  in  their 
respective  bright  basketball  ca¬ 
reers. 

Coach  Buckridge  began  his 
basketball  at  Maryville  High, 
where  he  achieved  all-state 
honors  his  senior  year.  He  was 
all-MIAA  two  seasons  at  MSC 
and  won  the  annual  conference 
sportsmanship  award  his  sen¬ 
ior  year. 

Graduating  in  1953,  he  did  a 
two-year  stint  in  the  Marines 
before  returning  to  Maryville 
High  as  head  basketball  coach. 
In  1956-57  ho  was  head  coach 
in  all  sports,  and  served  at  Wil¬ 
liam  Chrisman  High  in  Inde¬ 
pendence  in  1958-63. 

Compiling  a  142-46  record 
and  coaching  five  confer¬ 
ence  champions  in  high 
school  coaching,  he  came 
back  to  MSC  as  head  coach 
in  1963.
